St. Paul, March 21— Weekly news­ 
papers of the country are on the 
toboggan slide, according to H. C. 
Metaling, secretary of the National 
Editorial Association, St. Paul. 
In the last seven years a total of 
2,705 weekly newspapers have closed 
up shop, he said. 
This is an average 
of 38G a year. 
North Dakota stood high on the 
list with the loss of 3 dally news­ 
papers and 53 weekly newspapers. 
“ As the cost of doing business ad­ 
vances, the number of newspapers 
surviving each year grows less and 
less,” he said. 
“ Perhaps it is a good 
thing— only the fittest survive. Thus 
the country has better newspapers.’’

Is there plenty of closet and 
storage space, a closet in each of the 
bedrooms, a cloak closet convenient 
to the front door?

Try the stairways. 
Are they 
easy to climb and Is there plenty of 
head room? 
Will there be a draft 
down stairs into the living room?

If there is a cellar or basement 
with heating plant or laundry in it, 
are they accessible from both the in­ 
side and outside of the house?

Has each room ample light 
and a comfortable feeling and most 
important, is there a place for your 
beds, • bureau, 
piano,

other 
special furniture?

Are the electric and gas out­ 
lets conveniently arranged for your 
comfort and use? 
Construction 
1. 
Look about the house careful­ 
ly to see if there are any signs of 
settlem ent 
about 
the 
walls 
and 
foundations. Examine the latter for 
cracks. 
Center 
posts and 
girders 
should be sound and show no signs 
of sagging. 
2. 
The condition of the plaster­ 
ing is a good indication as to w heth­ 
er the house Is well braced. 
Look 
for stains on plaster from water 
leaks from the roof. 
3. 
Do the doors squeak, are there 
wide openings between the board 
units, are floors level, casings w arp­ 
ed, do cupboards and drawers open 
freely? 
4. 
W hat kind of plumbing fix­ 
tures are used? 
Are they in good 
condition? 
Does water run through 
them freely without hissing? 
5. 
Is the heating plant in good 
condition and large enough to sup­ 
ply the house? 
Be particular about 


insulation, 
grates and 
position of 
coal bin. 
6. 
Especial care should be used 
in planning the color for painting 
the new home, and the interior de­ 
coration. 
Have you selected colors 
th a t will not become 
tiresome to 
you ? 
7. 
Roofing in many sections de 
teriorates rapidly. 
Especial 
atten­ 
tion should be given to this import­ 
ant part of your home. 
8. 
If you are buying a ready- 
built home, ask neighbors or pre­ 
vious tenants about 
w armth, a n i 
other comforts of the building. 
9. 
Do 
not 
let 
enamel 
paint, 
special hardwood floors, tiled bath­ 
rooms, sun porches or other luxuries 
make you forget the more important 
points already mentioned.

Such points as the validity 
of the title to the land, sewerage 
connections, soil, paved streets, etc., 
are m atters about which one should 
investigate thoroughly.
